ADERO became President as the result 
M of a compromise made at Ciudad Juarez, 
with the “Cientificos.”

WASHINGTON, April 18. 
HENEVER a question of economic 
W policy of major importance arises 
which is complicated with foreign 
relations, a situation of peculiar difficulty re- 
suits. This is because, first, the diplomatic 


understood by the people at large, and, second, 
we are all prone to indulge our patriotism to 
the extent of liking to feel as a nation that 
we are always right, fair and honest, and that 
the other nation is possibly tricky and sharp, 
or at least more subtle than we in its diplo- 
macy. The Bering Sea fur seal controversy 
and the Northeast Coast fisheries dispute, 
both with England, are examples of such sit- 
uation and now we have what promises to be 
the most difficult subject of them all—this dis- 
puted interpretation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 

This discord with Great Britain has arisen 
in this way: 

About two years ago Congress, when enact- 
ing certain legislative measures concerning the 
management and control of the Panama Ca- 
nal, exempted American vessels engaged in 
coastwise trade from payment of charges for 
the use of the canal, all foreign ships being 
subjected to a scale of tolls. 

England at once protested against this dis- 
crimination, on the ground that it violated a 
clause in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, a com- 
pact entered into by the United States and 
Great Britain in 1900, in which the contracting 
parties agreed to a ‘‘neutralization” of the wa- 
terway with a toll basis of equality for ships 
of “all nations.” 

However the difference with England in 
this matter may be ultimately adjusted, 
whether we are right or wrong in our inter- 
pretation of the treaty, the fact cannot well be 
vontroverted that the President is acting wise-

ligation. It is part of a nation’s honor to abide 
by its contracts, and in case of disagreement 
to reach an understanding with the other 
party and legislate afterwards. There is no 
other course. A nation that willfully ignores 
its treaties in the face of protest from the 
other party, takes a step backward in the 
course of civilization. 

To get at the real merits of this question, 
it is necessary to take a brief review of the 
treaty itself, and more especially of the rela- 
tions of the two countries in respect to the 
canal before the treaty was entered into. 


The Words, “All Nations.” 


PON the face of the Hay-Pauncefote 
U treaty itself the issue can be mar- 
rowed down to a small circle drawn 
around the words “all nations.” In this clause 
the United States agrees to fix tolls on a basis 
of equality for “all nations.” Does this phrase 
“all nations” include the United States, or does 
it not? 

If it includes the United States, then it is 
clear that Mr. Hay gave up what would appear 
to be a national right to exempt our own ves- 
sels from costs in using our own waterway. 
He limited our own jurisdiction over our own 
canal. If such is the case, then we must have 
received something from the other party as 
a quid pro quo for such a renunciation of a 
natural right. 

Let us, therefore, go back to review the cir- 
cumstances which led up to this Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, which replaced and superseded the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty then in force. 

Prior to 1850, the year of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty, there never was any immediate 
prospect of the United States or, indeed, of 
any other nation, constructing a canal be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific, notwith- 
standing that several constructive schemes 
had been advanced, and it was gemerally felt 
that some day the canal would really be built. 

The only real apprehension we had was lest 
some nation, particularly England, might build 
the canal and then seek to control it in a man- 
ner prejudicial to our national! interests. In 
other words, we could not tolerate the idea of 
a canal that was not made neutral by a very 
solid and lasting international guarantee. 

The chief cause of our lively apprehensions 
on this score lay in the disquieting fact that 
England owned considerable territory in Cen- 
tral America, and, moreover, showed @ very 
decided! tendency to acquire still more. At 
that time the Nicaragua route was generally 
regarded as the most feasible one, and the fact 
that England had a protectorate over “Mos- 
quitia’—now a province, or state, of Nicaragua 
—and kept seeking persistently to extend the 
northern boundary of this protectorate, even 
to include Greytown, the Atlantic terminal of 
the probable canal route, furnished us Do un- 
reasonable grounds for suspicion that she 
sought to command the territory through 
which the canal might some day passa. 

British aggressions in Central America not 
only gave rise to this suspicion, but also 
seemed to bid defiance to the much-worshiped 
Monroe doctrine. 


Acute Situation in 1850.

THE PRESIDENT’S ULTIMATUM, 
President Wilson’s ultimatum to Huerta leaves 
nothing to be said of the Mexican crisis except 
to counsel patience and good temper on the part 
of the American people. 

By 6 o'clock this evening we shall know 
whether Huerta’s folly and brutality have driven 
our Government to the final resort of physical 
force to compel respect for the United States 
and protection for American citizens and vital 
interests, 

There is little to hope from Huerta. His bad 
disposition has been manifest from the begin- 
ning of his career of assassination and usurpa- 
tion and has been emphasized by a series of 
insults to the United States, culminating in this 
last slap. To what lengths the counsels of 
drunken sayagery and desperation may lead 
him cannot be conjectured. Our concern is not 
for him, his folly or his fate, but for the con- 
duct of the United States and its consequences. 
We ‘are too strong to be hurt by insults or 
moved by fear, but our very strength imposes 


upon us the obligation of temperance and equity. 
We have only to save ourselves from the mis- 
takes of anger, vanity and greed. Much depends 
upon the temper and purpose of the American 
people should aggressive action begin. If we 
avoid jingoism and the excesses of passion; if 
we follow the twin lights of justice and wisdom 
and cling to the original motive of interference 
the end will justify the means. 

It is unfortunate that international dealings 
are still conducted in accordance with the obso- 
lete code duello and that tremendous events 
should hang on a ceremonial of apology, but the 
significance of the formality goes far beyond 
the outward act. The question of saluting the 
flag covers things of deeper import, which would 


ithave to be settled regardless of the ceremony 
| and its immediate cause.

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THES SHACKELED KEOKUK GIANT. 

Business men of Keokuk made a mistake in 
holding a public meeting to protest against “‘at- 
tacks” on the hydro-electric installation at that 
place. What they described as “attacks” is only 
criticism of the terms under which the people are 
denied benefits expected to result from the utili- 
zation of their own water power. 
The statement that this criticism is “retarding 
the industrial development of the Mississippi Val- 
ley” is absurd. Nobody is proposing that the dam 
and the other great works for subjecting the 
might of the river to the service of the public shall 
be removed. These have been built. Criticism 
will not affect the durability of the concrete or 
diminish the horse-power of the whirling turbines. 
The problem of the future is to see that the in- 
stallation is made to yield its greatest possibili- 
ties public usefulness. 
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| trial development is threatened because the price 


to the consumer of the cheaply produced Keokuk 
power is based on the cost of units of power pro- 
duced by coal and steam. 

Thus, instead of new and more advantageous 
conditions for industry, we have only the old con- 
ditions perpetuated. 

Keokuk’s local benefits will increase with the 
full utilization of the dam's possibilities. The 
criticism that is aimed at high cost of distribu- 
tion, multiplicity of hydro-electric middlemen, 
cinch agreements between interlocking director- 
ates for charging all the traffic will bear does not 
retard but hastens industrial development. Keo- 
kuk should join in the movement for unshack- 
ling the giant and putting it to work on tasks 
that await a giant’s help. 
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BANEK-WRECKING BY MAIL. 
An extraordinary instance of the use of the 


part of a state is found in the indictment of three 
officials of the wrecked Pemiscot County Bank at 
Caruthersville; Mo., for violation of the postal 
laws. 

The bank was incorporated under the laws of 
Missouri. The frenzied operations by which loss 
was caused to the institution and to its stock- 
holders were deliberate, direct, notorious viola- 
tions of Missouri banking laws. The infraction of 
postal law was only incidental, perhaps fortuitous 
and unconscious or at least unpremeditated. In 
perpetrating the serious offense against the State, 
it happened that certain instructions were sent by 
mail which in a sense facilitated the frenzied 
operations and may be defined as a technical of- 
fense against the United States. 

Indictments charging the lesser instead of the 
greater offense, the technicality instead of the 
deliberate, undisguised violation of mandatory law 
are returned against the officials simply because 
there is small prospect of making them answerable 
for their alleged acts in any other way. 

Bank-wrecking should not have diminished to 
the anti-climax of a postal irregularity. It is a 
case in which the State should have moved aggres- 
sively, unhesitatingly, effectively. It dawdled, 
yielded to pull, showed slight appreciation of the 
importance of vindicating its own laws. That 
justice may be done, though belatedly, that under 
the comprehensive American system there is more 
than one way of bringing punishment to the 
guilty, is, of course, not to be regretted. But it 
is unfortunate that the adequacy of the one juris- 
diction is attested only because of the inadequacy 
and impotence of the other jurisdiction. 

Much of the Federal power’s enormous extension 
in recent years is due to the same cause—-the fail- 
ure at critical times of the State as an administra- 
tive, governing entity. Sovereign states show 
too little of the attributes of sovéreignty. Danger- 
cus centralization is resisted under handicaps 
when, in such cases as this, an insistence on the 
old balance in jurisprudence may mean the tri- 
umph of wrong and escape for the guilty un- 
whipped of justice. 
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KEEPING A GOOD MAN DOWN. 

Who are the white-livered Progressives that 
would nominate the Colonel for Governor, and let 
it go at that?

WASHINGTON, April 18.—In de- 
fense of the Panama tolls exemption, 
former Attorney-General Charles J. 
Bonaparte of Baltimore told the Sen- 
ate Canals Committee, today, that ad- 
vocates of repeal could not escape 
from the position that the United 
States, in case vf war, was bound to 
permit the enemy to, use the canal. 


“If we were at war wtb Japan, our 
garrison at the Isthmus,’ he said, 
“would be mere idle spectators of the 
peaceful passage of the Japanese 
fleet to attack New Orleans or New 
York. If we were at war with Ger- 
many the troops would look tran- 
quilly on while German vessels trav- 
ersed it to take San Francisco and 
the net result of our enormous ex- 
penditure for the construction of the 
canal would be to make our coast 
much more vulnerable, than it was 
before.” 

Says It Doesn't Bind U. §. 

Bonaparte cont2nded that the rules 
of construction required the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty to be interpreted 
as not requiring che United States to 
use the canal on the same terms as 
the other nations .f the world. 

He contended there was no question 
that the exemption granted a bounty 
to the owners of coastwise vessels, and 
added he thought it would have been 
wiser, as a matter of form, to collect 
the tolls and refund them. 

As a general rule of law, Bonaparte 
told the committee, when one person 
grants to “all persons’’ a right to use 
his property, the grantor is not under- 
stood as including himself among those 
to whom the grant is made. A specific 
expression to include the grantor is 
necessary to bind the owner to the con- 
ditions, he added. 

“Applying this principle to the present 
case,”’ he continued, “if it had been the 
intention of the parties to this treaty 
that the United States should only use 
the canal on the same terms as Great 
Britain, Germany, Japan or other 
powers, then to give effect to that un- 
derstanding the United States ought to 
have promised in so many words to 
observe these rules in its own use of the 
canal.”’

Russell L. Dunn of San Francisco de- 


clared the collection of tolls on Ameri- 
can coastwise ships would interfere with 
the passing ‘of California lumber through 
the canal. He said a reduction in the 
price of California petroleum would fol- 
low if that product passed through the 
canal with no tolls.

NEW YORK, April 18.—According to a 
cecision of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court here, a passenger while 
asleep in a sleeping car is not expected 
or able to guard his property. The 
company must station employes to guard 
the passenger's property, the Court 
ruled, or be held responsible for the 
loss of it. 

The decision was given in the suit of 
Louis Goldstein against the Pullman 
Sleeping Car Co., for damages in the 
loss of a valise.

F acob F. Conner Leaves Official 
post at Which He Has 
Served Since 1909. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.—The cir- 
cumstances of the sudden anc unexpect- 
od retirement of Jacob E. Conner, the 
american Consul in St. Petersburg, have 


start a campaign which aims at waking | 
it as difficult to appoint a new Consul 
as it has been to find a new Ambas- 
sador. 

It is again a question of the pass- 
ports of American Jews. Under the 
existing reguiations a Jew who is the 
accredited representative of a recog- 
nized foreign business house of standing 
may reside in™Russia under a tempo- 
rary passport on condition that he is 
occupied exclusively with the affairs of 
nis foreign principal. 

Several American Jews have resided in 
St. Petersburg under renewabie ‘pass- 
ports on condition that they occupy 
themselves with strictly American busi- 
ness. The Prefect of St. Petersburg 
recently complained that some of them 
have been conducting personal business 
in Russia, whereupon their passes were 
suspended and the American Consu] Was 
informed of the Russian regulations. 

The matter, however, was carried to 


the State Department at Washington 


which ordered the Consul to renew the 
passports of american Jewish citizens 
in St. Petersburg who are engaged in 
‘»orincipally American business.’’ Then 
the «sussian Government refused to al- 
low the modification, whereupon, it is 
understood, Consul Conner offered his 
resignation. 

Conner, who has been United States 
Consul at St. Petersburg since 1909, sent 
his resignation to the State Department 
several weeks ago giving no specilic 
heason for desiring to retire from the 
consular service. He was not recalled. 

North Winship, who has been Consul 
at Owen Sound, Ontario, since July 14, 
1913, has been sélected to succeed Con- 
ner. Winship is a native of Georgia 
and has been in the service since 1910, 
when he was made Consul at Tahiti.

Professor Wallin Will Direct 
Psycho-Educational Clinic and 
Schools for Defectives. 


WILL STOP WASTED WORK 
Teacher Plans to Train Instruc- 


tors for His Schools to Pro- 
duce Best Results. 


Systematic training of backward and 
defective children, according to the most 
modern methods, will be introduced into 
St. Louis schools next September, when 
Prof. J. E. Wallace Wallin. now of 
Pittsburg, will take charge of the newly 
established psycho-educational clinic, 
and of the special! scnools for such chil- 


dren. 

The Board of Education created the 
position of superintendent of this clinic 
a few days ago, and employed Prof. 
Wallin at a salary of $3000 a year. He Is 
now in charge of a similar work in 
Pittsburg, with headquarters at the 
University of Pittsburg. His headquar- 
ters here will be at Harris Teachers’ 
College. He delivered three lectures at 
the Harris College last month. 

Shows How Effort Is Wasted. 

Prof. Wallin’s work is wholly with 
children of thé type known as sub- 
normal. He has_ devised methods of 
teaching such children in groups, so far 
as that can be done, and methods of 
individual instruction for those who re- 
quire it. 

“Six million school pupils each year,”’ 
stays Prof. Wallin, ‘‘attend the same 
gzrade two or more times in this coun- 
try. 

“More than one-third of the public 
school pupils are behind in grade work. 

“Children who prove a drag on their 
Classes should be singled out and ex- 
amined by scientists. 

“Similarly the supernormal children 
should be given opportunity to develop 
at maximum tension. 

‘The country each year spends $27,- 
(00,000 to educate children a _ second, 
third or fourth time in the same grade. 
Yhis is waste which may be avoided. 

“To hitch a slow pupil with a bright 
pupil is like hitching a fast horse with 
a slow horse and expecting to win a 
race. This should have been seen long 
ago.”’ 

The program of the psycho-educationa! 
clinic, as explained by Prof. Wallin, will 
be, first, the examination and diagnosis 
of children who are mentally abnormal, 
either slow or permanently arrested in 
mental growth; second, to train teach- 
ers for such children, and third, to con- 
duct research into the nature of mental 
defects and the means of remedyinyv 
them or of adjusting teaching methods 
to them. 

Special Training Described. 

In outlining his system of teaching, 
Prof. Wallin says: 

“The methods of teaching subnorma] 
children, including those who are actual- 
ily feeble-minded, the border cases and 
the seriously backward, will differ more: 
or less according to the psycho-educa- 
tional and medical diagnosis made of 
each case. For the majority of thes> 
children a program of sensory, motor 
and industrial work proves to be of 
most value. For the young low grade 
cases the work consists largely in sen 
sory-motor exercises, which are de- 
signed to stimulate the sensory and 
motor functions to more efficient fune 
tioning, or which are designed to over- 
come specific sensori-motor defects. 
“For the higher grade cases the wort 
consists largely of sloyd, raffia, reed, 
clay modelling, pottery, gardening, wooed 
work, iron work, domestic science, sew- 
ing, Knitting, the simpler crafts an 
arts, games, physical culture, music, 
and a certain amount of reading, writ- 
ing, spelling, number work, together 
with the elements of the various infor- 
mational subjects. 

“For certain cases the work {!s dif- 
ferentiated more finely to meet the de- 
mands of the differential diagnosis. The 
stutterers, lispers, word-blind, aphasic, 
paralytic cases, and other special types 
of abnormal children, require special 
kinds of training; in many cases the 
training will be different for each case. 
Always the attempt is made to give the 
child the kind of work which fits his 
needs, which will do him the most good, 
which-will aid him to overcome definite 
handicaps. A careful diagnosis will not 
only indicate things to be done but also 
things which it is not worth while do- 
ing. It is a pure waste of time trying 
to teach many children the three R’s, 
and the city schools can be saved large 
sums of money every year for useless 
instruction by a proper diagnosis of mis- 
fit children. 

Defects Can Be Overcome. 

“As to the results of the work, al! 
children admitted into the special classes 
can be helped more or less, depending 
on the degree of deficiency or abnormal- 
ity. Some can be taught to become cf 
considerable service in the humbler oc- 


der direction, and others can be restored 
almost to normality. Of speech-defec- 
tives, 75 per cent can be entirely cured 
by proper and timely training. .» 

“It all depends on the type \of case 
and the degree of defect. The rate of 
Progress varies greatly, according to 
the type. Some of these children ad- 
Vance about one-third as rapidly as the 
-Oormal child, others after they catch 
step will give the normals a fairly good 
run. In the special class they make 
from two to three times faster progress 
than they do in the regular grades. 

“Some of the teaching must be strict- 
ly individual; some pupils will require 
individual instruction in some branches, 
but not in others; when there are many 
children in the same schoo! it is possible 
to group deficients according to their 
grade of intelligence and thus teach 


them in groups. 

“The practice of requiring special! prep- 
eration of teachers who expect to work

Border Residents Incensed at 
Colquitt and Hysterical 
Northern Newspapers. 


MOST TRANQUIL IN YEARS 


Few Mexican’ Raiders, for 
They’re Most of Them Busy 
Fighting Own Battles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., April 18.— 
Farmers and business men of this sec- 
tion of the Texas-Mexico border are 
protesting against news dispatches, 
from private and political sources, de- 
scribing the country as in disorder be- 
cause of the fighting in Mexico. 

Political foes of the State administra- 
tion are charging Gov. Colquitt’s par- 
tigans with deliberately fomenting these 
rumors of disdrder for political effects 
because some of the Governor's stanch- 
est supporters are opponents of the 
national administration. Against the 
Governor's recent declarations that he 
Was prepared to send a force of Rangers 
into Mexico, residents of this part ol 
Texas declare there is no reason for 
such hysteria and that the border is 
more, peaceful now than at any -time 
in its history. 

For several hundred miles up the Rie 
Grande from Brownsville, the farmers 
are not worrying so much about whether 
Villa or Huerta will be triumphant as 
whether they will get their cabbage crop 
to market on time. This is the heart of 
famous Texas ‘‘cabbage belt’ and from 
it are sent the finest vegetables to the 
Northern consumers. 

All They Talk About Is Cabbage. 

Crop conditions are advantageous. 
Under normal conditions this would be a 
banner year. But buyers are ignoring 
this source of supply because of what 
seems to be a popular belief in the 
North that this country is torn 
with war. Asa matter of fact, it never 
has been more tranquil in its history. 

Judging from press dispatches it is 
likely the Mexican war is of as much but 
n& more, interest to the farmers around 
St. Louis, Mo., as it is to the farmers 
uround Brownsville. Whenever a group 
of Brownsville farmers meet, they rarely 
‘alk about Mexican troubles, but they 
invariably talk about cabbages. 

It is not denied there are incursions 
of Mexicans, Federals and rebels to 
this side of the berder. But that is 
nothing new. There have been fewer 
of these sallies in the present troubles 
than at any time since the independence 
of Texas. 

The boider is typical of that between 
any two nations of dissimilar races 
and ideas, except that it is longer than 
most. In the 80 miles from the Gulf 
of Mexico to El Paso the border ‘tz 
lergely abandoned territory, offering 
hiding places to. brigands from both 
countries, and brigands often have tak- 
en advantage of it. 


Stock Only Cause of Trouble. 

Througnout its Iength, the border is 
marked by a shallow river, fordapble 
in thousands of places. It is a river 
at which the present prudent man 
dvinks with his nead downstream to 
keep from being choked by silt. It i: 
red wtin growths of mesquite, 
hiisache, sagebrush, chapparal, cactus. 
Spanish bayonet, naked rocks and 
sand hills. Whatever things are prick- 
ly and brittle, whatever bites and 
stings, whatever is lonesome and des- 
olate, finds its natural habitat along 
this river. 

It is inhabited by herdsmen—cartle 
owners and owners Some of 
them are dishonest and lawless. The 
great maiority are honest. law-abiding 
and industrious. Their stock has been 
the cause of all lawlessness, just as 
it was in the days of Abraham. 

As a consequence, there has been an 
age-old struggle between the forces of 
plunder and the law-anbiding settlers, 
"he settlers are emerging as victors. 
The famous Texas Rangers organiza- 
tion is their police. The Rangers are 
admirably adapted for their work, but 
they are not soldiers and do not consid- 
er themselves as such. When the Gov- 
ernor of Texas was quoted as talking 
ef an invasion of Mexico by Texas 
Rangers, he probablv surprised the peo- 
rle of his own Commonwealth far more 
than he did. anybody else. 

The Texas border warfare, which has 
been nothing else than a persistent po- 
lice campaign against thievery, has bee 
conducted relentiessiy by the forces of 
civilization. Often there have been bit- 
ter retaliations by armed bands of out- 
laws. But the lawless men have found 
their careers of plundering stopped and 
have been hanged or shot—shot by prer- 
erence as offering lines of less resistance 
to the overworked rangers. 

But all this has nothing to do with the 
Mexican situation. Brownsville today is 
doing a lucrative automobile traffic with 
Victoria, capital of Tamaulipas. Ma- 
chines, loaded with property and money, 
pass back and forth unmolested. Burt 
there is not the slightest hvesteria.

Between noon and 12:55 the velocity 
went to 60 miles an hour, and two min- 
utes later jumped to 68 miles an hour, 
receding almost immediately to the 
mark and falling to 50 miles an hour a 
few minutes later. It gradually weak- 
ened, and by 7 p. m. Was normal. 

It was caused by a sudden drop in the 
atmospherical pressure of a storm center 
moving over St. Paul toward the Great 
Lakes, the air currents being drawn 
into the center in spirais, according to 
the Weather Bureau. 

The wind blew from its foundation a 
three-room house occupied by D. A. 
Temple and his family, at 1117 North 
Fifteenth street, East St. Louis. 

Those in the house were warned by

WASHINGTON, April 18 — Senator 


O’Gorman, chairman of the Committre 
on Interoceanic Canals. tried, today, to 
prove that the exemption clause of tho 
Panama Canal act would not have 
been an issue had it not been for the 
Carnegie Peace Foundation. Dr. James 
Brown Scott, secretary of the Founda- 
tion, was grilled by Senator O’Gorman 
and Senator Bristow, the Democratic 
and Republican leaders in the fight 
against the bill to repeal the exemption 
of coastwise vessels from tolls, as to 
the activities of the organization he 
represents. 

“The view that I represent and ad- 
vocate,” said Mr. Scott, ‘“‘is not the 
British, but the American view. I am 
not concerned about the standpoint of 
Great ‘Britain, but of my own coun- 
try.”’ 

Senator Bristow opened fire on Mr. 
Scott, trying to get him to admit that 
he spoke from the British viewpoint. 

“Are you not taking sides with Great 
Britain when you oppose the position 
of that of your Government as ex- 
pressed by Congress, and that of its 
executive officer?’’ asked Senator Bris- 
tow. E 

Refuses to Answer Question. 

“No; and I repeat that the view that 
I advocate is not the English view,”’ 
replied Mr. Scott. “It is the correct 


and development of the treaty. I will 
not sit here and be told that I am 
taking,the view of England.” 

Senator Bristow went after the wit- 
ness again with the same proposition, 
but in another form. He asked him if 
by advocating the repeal bill he is not 
joining hands with the opponents of 
his country.

“Did you eyer see the statement in 
the newspaper to the effect that but 
for the interference of the Carnegie 
Peace Foundation this matter would 
have been settled by diplomatic 
means?’ asked Senator Bristow, re- 
newing the attack. 

“No, not in that form,” 
witness.

Bonaparte Against Tolls. 

Charies J. Bonaparte, who was 
Attorney-General under President 
Roosevelt, declared coastwise ship- 
ping should be exempted from tolls.

Bonaparte, “I personally think it would 
have been wiser to collect tolls and 
refund their amount, but this is a mat- 
ter of form only, equivalent to putting 
the money into one pocket and taking it 
out of the other.

AS PERIURER, SAYS 
RETURN IS CORRECT 


Mrs. Wildi, Who Is Worth $1,- 
000,000, Blames ‘‘Spite’’ 
for Her Indictment. 


Mrs. Louisa Wildi of Highlane, IIL., 
who is to be arraigned in Eawardsville 
next month on a charge of perjury in 
her $90,000 persona! property tax return, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 


the story of the remarkably successful 
business which has made her known as 
the wealthiest woman in Madison Coun- 
ty. 

She declared her indictment was 
prompted by spite, and that her return, 
on a 70-per-cent basis, was a correct 
one, as she estimates the value of her 
personal property in Madison County 
at about $129,000. But she does not deny 
the estimate of her neighbors, that she 
is worth $1,000,000 or more, most of her 
wealth being in the stock of the Helve- 
tia Milk Condensing Co. She said she 
intended to make her home in St. Louis 
and had already practically transferred 
her residence to this city. This ques- 
tion of her legal residence enters into 
her controversy with the tax authori- 
ties. 


Husband Made Fortune. 
Mrs. Wildi was the daughter of John 


J. Spindler, a store proprietor in High- 
land, and she married John Wildi, 34 
years ago, when he was working as a 
clerk in the Spindler store. He had 
come from Switzerland as a youth of 18. 


| Soon afterward Wildi went into business 


for himself, and for a time was a com- 
petitor of his father-in-law. In 188 he 
went into the milk condensing business, 
using methods which he had learned in 
his native land. 

He organized the Helvetia company, 
with himself as secretary, treasurer and 
manager, and made the first successful 
use in this country of the process of 
évaporating milk without the aid of su- 
gar. The capital stock, $50,000, has not 
since been increased. 

The establishment grew until it has 
nine branches, and Wildi’s death in 1910 
did not check its prosperity. Last year 
the company paid a dividend of $1000 on 
each $100 share. Mrs. Wildi holds i70 
shares, so that her income was $170,000. 
The last open sale of shares in the com- 
pany was at the rate of $4200 a share, 
and they are now considered worth $6000. 
On this basis, Mrs. Wildi’s holdings 
would be worth $1,020,000. She also in- 
herited considerable other property from 
her husband. 

The indictment, which was returned 
by the Madison County grand jury, 
charges that Mrs. Wildi swore to a 
$90,000 personal property tax return, 
when the return should have been 
$150,000.

She 
fears that, because of the pending 
charge, she may have to postpone the 
journey, on which her daughter, Mrs.

“T have always prided myself on 
making a just tax return,’’ said Mrs. 
Wildi. ‘“‘So far as I can learn, the 
action taken by the grand jury in my 
case was unprecedented.” She added 
that, several years ago, she incurred 
enmity when she took under her pro- 
tection certain persong who, she 
thought, were being persecuted.

NATIONAL MAY FOR 
SPEEDWAY’ RACE 


Foreign Cars Are Principal En- 
trants, but Eight Places Are 
Still Open for Big Event. 
of May 30. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 18.—Har- 
ry Grant, two-time winner of the Van- 
derbilt cup, has been entered in the 
next Indianapolis 500-mile race at the 
wheel of a Sunbeam, by William Zieg- 
ler, the New York millionaire. The car 
is the same that overturned while in 
the lead during the Grand Prize at San- 
ta Monica recently, Marquis driving. 

Grant expects to make a nonstop run 
of the race, if he can, the light weight 
of his car and the smaliness of its mo- 
tor placing this entirely within the 
realm of possibility. Fuel enough will 
be taken on for the entire grind, so that 
tires promises to be the only unknown 
factor in Grant’s equation. 

The advent of the famous American 
puts the Sunbeam into the running with 
a vengeance, another car of that make 
already being nominated, with Chas- 
sagne, holder of the world’s hour rec- 
ord, at the wheel. 

The speedway entry list has now 
attained a total of 22, with but eight 
more needed to fill. These, it is 
thought, will be forthcoming in the 
next few days. The field at present 
stands as follows: Burman—Burmaa 
and one other; Stutz—Oldfield, Coop- 
er and Anderson; Gray Fox—wWilcox; 
Beaver Bullet—Keene; Peugeot— 
Goux, Boillot and Duray; Sunbeam— 
Chassagne and Grant; Delage—Guyot 
and Thomas; Excelsior—Christiaens; 
King—Klein; Mercedes—De Palma 
pe Mulford; Mercer—Bragg, Pullen 
and Wishart; Marmon—Dawson. 

Rumors have it that cars from the 
three companies that have been suc- 
cessful victors in the three 500-mile 
races held up to date will be'in the 
contest May 30, 1914. The fans are on 
edge with anticipation of such a con- 
flict as this is certain to be if all 
three meet in the race this year.

CAR RUN 200,000 MILES 


Two hundred thousend miles is the 
extraordinary recori a Cadillac has 
made during the five years it has 
been used by the City Messenger 
Service of Binghamton, N. Y. Two 
hundred thousand miles in five years 
means 40,000 miles a yeer and if the 
car were driven every core of the 365 
days for each of the f'vs years with- 
out the interruption of a day ‘it 
would have to go more than 109 
miles a day continuously to achleve 
this record.

The committee has prepared, from of- 
ficial records, charts and diagrams 
showing at a glance the state of city 
finances, their relation to State yeve- 
nue and what it terms the‘injustice of 
the present system. 

The committee declares that while St. 
Louis’ increased tax rate is not high, 
as compared with other large cities, still 
it is getting high enough to compel the 
taxpayers to find means for keeping it 
down, 

Remedies That Are Suggested, 
Four specific means are set, forth by 
the committee, as follows: 

By cutting out all waste, through 
a simple, scientific, efficient form of 
government. The proposed new city 
charter promises that. 

By developing revenue-producing 
public services. Cleveland, for in- 
stance, is preparing to pay all the 
expenses of her Park Department by 
publicly owned and operated dance 
halls. The proposed new charter 
gives St. Louis power to do such 
things. 

By revising the assessing system. 
making property throughout the 
city bear more nearly equal bur- 
dens. Enforcement of the laws by 
the State Board of Equalization 
would give more equal assessments 
throughout the State and reduce the 
burden now upon St. Louis. 

By getting home rule in taxation, 
so that St. Louis may have the 
right to classify and tax property 
in a big city differently than in the 
country. A constitutional amend- 
ment is necessary to effect this. Our 
whole tax system is so medieval 
that a constitutional convention is 
really needed to overhaul it and 
bring it up to date. 

Source of City Revenue. 

The charts show the assessed valu- 
ation of property in St. Louis for the 
last five years, the sources of every 
dollar of public revenue, the tax rate 
for the last six years, a comparison 
of the tax rate of the 15 largest cities, 
a proposed increase in the tax rate this 
year, the distribution of city revenue, 
the amount paid St. Louis by the State 
and the inequalities of assessments 
through the city. . 
The chart on the assessed valuation 
of property shows the assessed valu- 
ation did not increase last year at 
nearly the same rate as in former 
years. If assessed valuations do not 
increase, it is pointed out, taxes muat 
increase. Property in some parts of 
the city is assessed at only 30 per cent 
of its value, and in other parts as 
high as 75 per cent. It is declared the 
system of assessments needs to be r-- 
vised. hea 

One chart shows that evety dollar 
of public revenue collected in St. 
Louis is divided among the follow- 
ing sources: from general taxes, 
64% cents; business licenses, 8%; 
saloon licenses, 9; water licenses, 
12%; franchises and other revenues, 
5%. Water licenses are used for 
paying only the expenses of the 
Water Department. All the other 
collections go to the support of State 
and city government. 

Increase Is Eight Cents. 

The chart on the tax rate shows 
that for six years the rate remained 
stationary at $2.22 on the hundred 
dollars. The rates for different pur- 
poses within that total have changed 
considerably in the various years, 
The increase this year is in the tax 
rate for purely city purposes. The 
increase is 10 cents on the hundred 
dollars, from $1.00 to $1.10, There is 
@ reduction of 2 cents on the rate 
for interest on bonded indebtedness, 
making the total increase 8 cents. 

The chart shows that as long ago 
as 1909, the tax rate for city pur- 
poses was $1.10. It is the same rate 
as is proposed for this year, but at 
that time the rate for other pur- 
poses was lower. The tax rate for 
State purposes remains the same, 19 
cents. For public schools, libraries 
and art museum, the rates are fixed 
by law. 

The proposed increase of 8 cents 
will bring in about .$600,000 revenue. 
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One chart shows the increased city 
budget which will amount this year 
to about $10,500,000. The increase 
will be divided almost evenly be. 
tween election expenses—$300,000, 
and the extension of city depart- 
ments—$300,000. Much of the city’s 
work was crippled last year by A 
lack of funds. 
City’s Proportion Unfair. 

In connection with the tax increase 
the committee shows that St. Louis 
contributes an unfair proportion to the 
State's revenue. Ten cents out of every 
dollar collected goes to the support of 
State government, virtually one-half of 
the entire State revenue. The first 
careful compilation of the tota! con- 
tribution of St. Louis to the State shows 
we pay 48 per cent of the total State 
revenue. Twenty-two per cent of this 
is paid by general taxes, 3 per cent by 
merchants’ taxes, 8 per cent by the beer 
inspection tax and 15 per cent by State 
saloon licenses. 

The committee declares that a large 
part of the amount from genera} taxes 
is paid because of the inequality of as- 
sessinents throughout the State. It is 
shown, for instance, that productive 
farm lands, pay taxes on only 25.52 per

This was succeeded by a 
form cut to fit the back below the waist dine 
and stuffed with horse hair. Later still 
these forms were made of woven fine wire. Titers, 
which were the modified hoops of 1865-1875 period, were 
of wite. ahd had biistles attached to them. 

The bustle grew in size, diminished and grew again; | 
its position altered very slightly, but at some périods 
it was very fat and at other periods véry flat. It was 
suppéwed té make the skirt fall gracefully-in the back.

obstacles are only opportunities and have uniformly 
maintained that the future is bright for any boy who 
is willing to work. Can’t. you say something of the 
kind?” ; 
“T am a scientist,” the wizard replied. “My employ- 
ment has been the study of'natural forces and the con- 
ditions under which:they may be utilized. We can’t 
bring up children to the routine of the factory and 
expect them to develop. The drudgery dulis their 
minds. An excess of it has the same bad effect, in a 
larger degree, upon adults. Inspiring those individuals 
who are condemned by the conditions under which they 
live is rather a hopeless task. I am interested in elimi- 
nating the drudgery as far as possible, making ft cer- 
tain that no class of people is condemned to an undue 
share of it, and throwing open the gates of opportunity 
in any line of endeavor to those who wish to enter. 
“The tendency of modern education is in this difrec- 
tion. It hag been discovered that children are more 
‘ -guecessfully educated if their education is made to 
: like play. There is always a residue of discipline 
left ‘which may be necessary to bring about concentra- 
“tion ‘and self-control. But the drudgery of school work 
is being constantly redtced. 
“We must go much further. -We ought to pay’ good 
wager to children for attending school.” 
He smiled at the audacity of the suggestion. He 
- doesn’t. think it will be immediately followed; ‘but a 
‘man who writes methematical books which only a 
chosen few of the great mathematicians are far advanced 
enough to read is used to problems that are inconceiv- 
able to the average mind. The attitude of the public

attitude on electricity. 

“Why not pay wages to school children?” he asked. 
“We pay wages to the man who makes a hat machine 
just as readily as we pay the man who makes a hat.

Both 
are getting something ready for an increased produc- 
tion. When the brain of a child is considered as im- 
portant as a piece of machinery we will be willing to 
pay as much for its development.”
